| Payment of any amount to 
California for taxes was not con- 
templated when the estate was 
filed for probate in Chicago, it 
is believed. Settling of the ques- 
tion of whether or not California 
had any claim on the estate is 
looked upon as a test case. 

In the will made by Mr. Eck- 
stein prior to his death in Up- 
land in April, 1935, he declared 
he was a resident of Chicago. 
Closing of his estate, therefore, 
was handled in Illinois. Mr. Eck- 
stein had lived in Upland for 
more than 20 years, although 
much of his property and finan- 
cial interests were in Chicago. 

Officials of the California state 
inheritance ‘tax commission be- 
came interested in the estate 
shortly after it was filed with'the 
Chicago probate court. After 
lengthy proceedings between of- 
ficials of the state © commission 
and attorneys for the estate, the 
cbmpromise sum of $17,500 was 
fixed as California’s share. The 
estate was also subject ‘to the 
Illinois inheritance tax. 

The case is looked upon as es- 
tablishing a precedent in that 
many wealthy Californians have 
business interests in other states. 

The Kckstein estate when 
finally closed was said to have 
had a value of $1,500,000.
